WASHINGTON - Gerald R. 
F ord 
and 
Jim m y 
C a rte r 
clashed over social issues in an 
unusual fourth "debate" of the 
presidential cam paign 
But the two contenders for a 
four-year lease on the White 
House generally agreed on key 
economic policies. 
Ford and C arter 
outlined 
their views on election issues in 
written responses to questions 
subm itted to the candidates by 
editors of the various Thomson 
N ew spapers 
around 
the 
country. 
In the 
long-distance 
"de­ 
bate," C arter favored national 
health insurance, a federalized 
welfare program , and greater 
education aid; all of which 
President Ford opposed at this 
time. 
The candidates also split over 
the best way to keep the Social 
S ecurity system financially 
healthy. 
But they saw eye to eye on 
most economic issues. 
Both would give top priority 
to fighting inflation and spur­ 
ring economic growth as P resi­ 
dent, both cam e out in favor of 
free trade as being in the best 
interests 
of 
consum ers 
and 
Ford 


businessmen 
Agree On Cuba 
Ford and C arter also agree 
now is not the time to renew 
friendly relations with Cuba. In 
another area of foreign policy 
they pledge not to resort to the 
use erf em bargoes on farm 
exports. 
Asked his top priority after 
being sworn in, C arter said 
"the first priority of a P resi­ 
dent should be to make the gov­ 
ernm ent m ore responsive to the 
needs of the people ... and my 
first problem is to get the 
economy of the country moving 
again by an all-out attack on 
inflation and unemployment 
Mr F ord’s view was much 
the sam e. "M y continuing 
p rio rity will 
be 
su stain ed 
economic growth without infla­ 
tion,” he said 
But they parted company 
when it cam e to social issues. 
“I am opposed to national 
health insurance because there 
are problems with the costs and 
quality of care,” said Mr. Ford. 
"I favor a comprehensive 
health c a re s y s te m ,” said 
C arter "I think that benefits 
should be insured by a com ­ 
bination 
of em ployer and 
employee shared payroll taxes, 
and general tax revenue.” 
Asked about welfare reform, 
C arter favored a 
"gradual” 
move to a federal system ; with 
w ork and training for the 10 per 
cent of recipients who are em ­ 
ployable, and a uniform system 
of payments to the 90 per cent of 
those on welfare he said were 
unable to work 
Mr. Ford said welfare reform 
is something he will consider 
"as we recover fully from the 
recession.” He backed strong 
work incentives and sim plifica­ 
tion of the program . 
Views On Education 
G reater federal aid to educa­ 
tion drew support from C arter, 
who pledged to initiate “a m aj­ 
or...attack upon the basic prob­ 
lems ot education in America, 
with particular emphasis on the 


obviously inadequate system of 
financing." 
Mr. Ford pointed to his un­ 
successful 
effo rts 
to 
get 
Congress to institute a block 
g ra n t 
system 
of 
aid 
to 
education as proof of his 
dedication to the public school 
system. 
The candidates also differed 
on the best way of avoiding a 
fiscal crisis in the Social Se­ 
curity System. C arter wants to 
increase the Social Security tax 
base, which moves to $16,500 
this January under the present 
financing plan But Mr. Ford 
wants to hike the tax rate, a 
move turned down by Congress 
this year. 
The answers given by Ford 
and C arter to the dozen iden­ 
tical questions generally under­ 
scored what has emerged as a 
central theme of this presiden­ 
tial cam paign 
Mr. Ford defended his record 
in bringing the country back 
from political and economic 
turmoil after Richard Nixon’s 
forced resignation, and at the 
sam e time called for restraint 
in government spending and a 
dependence on private enter­ 
prise to improve the economy. 
C arter, in contrast, called for 
a series of advances in the area 
of social legislation, govern­ 
ment initiatives 
to get 
the 
economy growing at a faster 
rate, and pledged to make 
governm ent 
closer 
to 
the 
people. 
Asked how he would want his­ 
torians to rem em ber him as 
p resid en t, 
C a rte r 
said 
he 
w anted his 
A dm inistration 
recalled as a "servant” of the 
people, and one th at w as 
“willing to try to change things 
for the better.” 
President F ord’s 
response 
was to cite his past record 
which “restored the trust and 
confidence” of the people and to 
hope for a future as “ the Ad­ 
m inistration that brought a new 
era of peace and prosperity to 
A m erica.”

When they enter their polling 
booths on T uesday, Salem 
school district voters will face a 
host of decisions. One of those 
will be back for the third time— 
the Salem Board of Education’s 
request for millage to construct 
one new building and make re ­ 
pairs elsewhere. 
The bond issue will be for 14 
mills raising $1,565,000 to con­ 
stru c t 
a 
rep lacem en t 
for 
McKinley Elem entary School 
and make hold-over repairs to 
Prospect Elem entary School 
until a levy can be passed to 
replace it as well. 
The new school would be con­ 
structed off Highland Ave. just 
north of Quaker Drive, the 
driveway to the form er George 
Emeny home. At present the 
9.33-acre tract is a thick forest 
THE REQUEST comes so 
consistently not because the 
system students are bursting 
out the doors and windows of 
classrooms, but because two 
old brick buildings are falling 
apart of their own accord. 
Student population is down 98 
students from last year, which 
amounts to an average of less 
than eight students per grade.

Talks On Rhodesia 
Begin In Geneva

GENEVA,Switzerland (UPI) 
— R ival black and w hite 
Rhodesian 
negotiators 
today 
outlined their opening positions 
at the close-door conference 
designed to pave the way for 
black m ajority rule in Rhode­ 
sia 
The four black delegations 
and the white governmental 
group of P rem ier Ian Smith all 
turned up on time for the start 
of the second day of the con­ 
ference, called "unique and 
historic” by Ivor R ichard,-the 
British chairm an. 
It was the first tim e in 11 
years of breakaway rule in 
Rhodesia that Smith gathered 
w ith all m ajo r n atio n alist 


factions to negotiate the trans­ 
fer of power to the country’s 
black m ajority. 
The start of the conference, 
which is being held privately, 
Thursday was delayed for two 
and one half hours, and when it 
finally opened the delegations 
stared at each other in stony 
silence for 22 minutes while 
Richard read a statem ent 
Conference officials said that 
following statem ents by the 
white and black delegations 
today, Richard may call a 
recess of two days to give the 
rival groups time to study what 
everyone had to say. 
He would hold private consul­ 
tations with the various delega- 


tion leaders in an attem pt to 
narrow differences before hard 
bargaining got underway next 
week 
Smith said his rem arks at the 
closed meeting today would last 
about five minutes and would 
reiterate his position that he is 
attending within the framework 
of the American peace package 
put together by Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. 
The package calls for m ajori­ 
ty rule within two years, with 
white 
control 
of 
Rhodesian 
defense and police posts in an 
Action 


interim biracial government. 
The black delegations have 
unanimously rejected the Kiss­ 
inger package, claiming they 
had not been consulted, and 
demanded full 
independence 
sooner. 
Joshua Nkomo, one of the 
m em bers in a front of militants 
and relative m oderates, told 
reporters he would demand a 
one-vear m axim im um period 
for declaring independence day 
in Zimbabwe, the nationalists’ 
name ior Rhodesia 


Much of the preconference 
politicking has been concerned 
w ith B rita in 's role at the 
conference, with the national­ 
ists saying Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland should be 
sent instead of Richard to chair 
the meeting

WASHINGTON—There is a simple way to 
restore respect 
for 
the 
institution of 
the 
presidency, according to Jim m y C arter 
‘T h at is to be trustw orthy,” said the Demo­ 
cratic candidate. 
Responding to questions subm itted by a group 
of newspaper editors, C arter sounded the theme 
which has been the hallm ark of his cam paign for 
the White House. 
"We must be careful not to prom ise more than 
we can deliver—not to hide the hard facts and 
tough decisions from the American people,” he 
said. 
"Realistic comm itm ents and an honest effort 
to fulfill them, a willingness to adm it m istakes 
when they happen—these are the bases for a 
renewal of trust and confidence,” added Carter. 
The divisive Vietnam War followed by the 
W atergate scandal which forced Richard Nixon 
from office have acted to reduce public con­ 
fidence in both the White House and the federal 
government. 
Among specific steps listed by C arter to

À severe earthquake rocked 
western New Guinea Thursday 
night in alm ost exactly the 
sam e area where a trem or four 
months ago killed nearly 500 
persons. 
There were no imm ediate 
reports of casualties in the 
latest quake. 
The US.Geological Survey in 
Golden, Colo said today the 
trem or, recorded at 8:51 p.m 
(10:51 p.m. EDT), registered 
7.1 on the open-ended Richter 
scale. 


Bruce Julian, a geophysicist 
with the National Earthquake 
Center, said the quake was 
sim iliar in magnitude and near 
the sam e general area as an 
earthquake recorded on last 
June 25. 


‘They occurred within 50 
miles of each other, probably 
closer than that,” Julian said 
In Hong Kong, the Royal 
Observatory placed the epicen­ 
ter of the quake in West Irian, 
about 70 miles west of the 
Papua New Guinea border.

She said about 86 teachers out 
of a total m em bership of 173 
were on hand at the meeting, 
and most of them "at this point 
want to wait and see what hap­ 
pens." She said the SEA m em ­ 
bers had approved the issuance 
of the advisorv a month ago. 
Supt. Robert E. Pond said 
this morning he has had no 
responses to his invitation 
issued at a meeting Sept. 29 for 
informal discussions or com ­ 
m ittee form ation to look into 
unresolved negotiation items.

Iran Asks $1 Billion 
In U.S. Fighter Planes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Iran 
wants to buy at least 160US.F16 
lightw eight 
fighter 
planes 
worth around $1 billion from 
General Dynamics Corp. 
A spokesman for the com pa­ 
ny said Thursday a formal 
letter of intent to buy the planes 
was received by US.officials in 
Tehran 
The company said the Irani­ 
ans would begin receiving the 
planes in the early 1980s 
In 
addition to the 160 aircraft it 
has comm itted itself to buy, the 
Iranian government has said it 
may purchase many as 300 of 
the airplanes. 
At the current unit cost of 
about $6 million per plane, the 
Iranians would spend about 
$960 million with possible ad­ 
ditional payments to contribute 
to the development cost of the 
plane which is just beginning to 
go into production 
The US. Air Force wants 750 
of the planes and another 350 
are to go to NATO countries, 
Spain Israel and Japan have 
also e x p ressed in terest in 
buying the plane, which is being 


produced in two E uropean 
countries as well as the United 
States. 
The F16 purchase will be the 
latest in a series of large arm s 
sales the United States has 
made to Iran. The Iranians are 
already buying 80 F14 Tomcat 
fighters at a cost of more than 
$2 billion and they have ex­ 
pressed interest in buying 250 of 
the Navy’s new F18 fighters

“Now there’s no such 
thing as wasted time, even 
during the vomiting,

I think during 
those times, or I pray, or I do 
something.”

“A human being dying is first 
a human being, and second a 
human being dying. 
“In other words, you are still 
a full human being, with all the 
strengths and weaknesses you 
always had. This particular 
human being is not a plaster 
saint, not an abstraction of a 
woman ‘bravely coping with 
death.’ 
“If you are not honest, or if 
you can’t keep a sense of humor 
about your situation, you may 
begin 
thinking, 
‘Hmm, 
I’m 
really special, a good, a saintly 
person,’ and what you forget is 
that you still are basically the 
same twinkie, crotchety, im­ 
possible person you aways 
were.” 
After her first operation for a 
tumor in 1975, she joined a 
discussion group with other 
cancer patients. 
“We talked very frankly and 
openly about death, and we died 
right and left,” she said. “Just 
that summer, five members of 
the group died. But even though 
I didn’t know at the time I was 
terminal, my being in the group 
prepared me enormously.” 
Since she learned her condi­ 
tion was terminal she has been 
writing more poetry. 
“It has gotten more direct, 
simpler, 
even 
blunt,” 
Miss 
Williams said “Perhaps since I 
have more surprising things to 
say, I don’t have to say them as 
elaborately as I used to.” 
She titled one poem ‘T er­ 
minal” : 
“You say 
I must not use 
The word But remember 
It is a place of beginnings,

Robert Tanenbaum , 
who is 
prosecuting m urder and kid­ 
naping charges against the four 
men and a woman, requested 
the hearing now set for next 
Thursday. The group is accused 
of hijacking a New York to 
Chicago TWA jet last month 
and leaving behind a bomb that 
killed a police officer. 
In an affidavit, Tanenbaum 
said he asked for the hearing 
after learning from a police 
intelligence division detective 
that Jam es F. O’Brien, the 
court-appointed interpreter for 
defendant Frane Pesut in both 
the state and federal cases, had 
given the detective information 
on the defendants and was 
seeking to become a paid in­ 
form ant 
Tanenbaum said none of his 
evidence cam e from the infor­ 
mant and asked the court to 
certify that it had not been 
improperly obtained 
Tanenbaum declined to com­ 
ment on why he was subpo­ 
enaing m em bers of T rager’s 
office, which is prosecuting 
fed eral sk y jack in g ch arg es 
against the five.

Cease-fire 
Marred By 
2 Battles 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Christian rightists said today 
two fierce battles broke out 
around Beirut despite a week- 
old cease-fire and Palestinian- 
leftist forces were strenghten- 
ing their positions in southern 
Lebanon. 
President Elias Sarkis sought 
further meetings with leftists 
today in an attem pt to con­ 
solidate the cease-fire around 
the capital 
The rightist bulletin today 
said one battle was started 
Thursday night by Palestinians 
and their leftist allies who 
attem pted to advance toward 
Christian positions under the 
cover 
of 
intensive 
artillery 
shelling. 
Christian torces, under strict 
orders to observe the ceasefire, 
returned 
the 
fire after 90- 
minutes of self-restraint and 
killed at least two of the at­ 
tackers, the bulletin said 
The second 
battle 
in the 
sou th ern su b u rb s 
included 
tanks and arm or, it said. 


The bulletin claimed that 
units,of the Iraqi Popular Army 
participated in the attack and 
the “enemy suffered numerous 
casualties with 40 of its fighters 
killed and a num ber of military 
vehicles destroyed.” 
The bulletin said the situation 
in 
southern 
Lebanon 
was 
g en erally 
calm 
w ith 
only 
"lim ited" machinegun fire and 
explosions. 


Complicating efforts to con­ 
solidate the cease-fire were 
reports that Palestinian-leftist 
forces were moving reinforce­ 
ments southward 
Both rig h tist and 
leftist 
sources said Palestinians were 
m oving freely through the 
Syrian-controlled Bekaa Valley 
southeast of Beirut, and into the 
western slopes of Mt. Hermon, 
near the Syrian border. 
Their unhindered progress 
was further indication of a 
switch of allegiance by Syrian 
forces from the Christians to 
the Palestinians — a move 
prompted, diplomatic sources 
said, by Syrian alarm at per­ 
sistent reports of strong Israeli 
support of the Christian drive to 
sweep the Palestinians from 
the south

sam e time cheer people up by 
d ecreasin g the am ount of 
serotonin, a powerful hormone, 
in their blood. On the other 
hand, he says, positive ions 
may be harmful. 
In fact, the Berkeley scientist 
has a negative ion generator in 
his office and another one at 
home. “We find it gives us a 
good working environm ent,” he 
said. 
K rueger’s research at the 
School of Public Health shows 
that doses of positive ions make 
m ice m ore 
su scep tib le to 
disease.

Spanish Caves To Be Closed 


MADRID. Spain 
(UPI) — 
The caves of Altam ira, con­ 
taining some of the w orld’s best 
known prehistoric drawings, 
will be closed to the public 
indefinitely starting Nov. 1, the 
adm inistration of the caves 
said Wednesday. 
The stone age drawings of 
anim als — mostly species long 
since vanished from Western 


Europe — have been suffering 
from changes in tem perature 
and m oisture caused by throngs 
of visitors. 
Visitors were limited to 500 a 
day earlier this year. A recent 
report by experts warned that 
the drawings will be dam aged 
beyond repair unless special 
co n serv atio n m easu res a re 
taken.

He said the theory that the 
a ir’s electrically charged parti­ 
cles m ight affe c t people's 
health was raised a generation 
ago and p re m a tu re ly d is­ 
credited 
“In the ‘50s a couple of 
com m ercial companies began 
producing ion generators. They 
made all sorts of fantastic 


th erap eu tic claim s 
It was 
scandalous,” said K rueger The 
machines were banned by the 
Food and Drug Administration. 
But he said there is now 
reason “ to suggest that this is 
an appropriate time to reap 
praise the biological role of air 
ions.” 
K rueger and his associates 
analyzed m ore than 12,000 
mouse brain sam ples and 36,000 
blood sam ples from ion-treated 
mice. 
The mice and rats dosed with 
negative ions becam e more 
relaxed 
in 
“stressful 
situa­ 
tions.” 
In another experim ent, mice 
were injected with influenza 
germs. Some were given strong 
doses of negative 
ions and 
others were not. Twice as many 
of the ionized mice survived as 
the untreated. Krueger said 
this shows that negative ions 
help kill bacteria and virus. 
Evidence 
that 
ions 
affect 
people also is shown by ex­ 
perim ents in Israel where up to 
30 per cent of the population 
gets sick before the onset of the 


“Sharav” storm s. 
W eather scientists know the 
desert storm is preceded by a 
sudden rise in tem perature, a 
drop in humidity — and a 
significant in crease in the 
num ber of positive ions in the 
air. 
Hebrew University scientists 
established that the migraine 
headaches, nausea and vom it­ 
ing of “ w eath er se n sitiv e ” 
persons was caused by the 
impact of positive ions on their 
level of the hormone serotonin.

Support The School Issue 


On Tuesday Salem voters again will face the 
question of whether or not to approve a school 
bond issue 
The outlook for the levy does not appear good, 
but that does not diminish the need, which is 
real. 
The Board of Education, here and in other sec­ 
tions of the state, have battled for years to m ake 
bond issues acceptable 
Locally the answer has been to ‘‘cut the pro­ 
gram " and try again after two defeats in hopes 
school district residents will finally give schools 
the help needed 
This third try, the board says, will cost tax­ 
payers nothing more than the 14 mills they are 
low paying The millage will simply replace the 
sam e amount going off the tax rolls this year 
with the payoff of the bonds on the original 
section of the senior high school building 
Merely continuing the millage will provide the 
SI,565,000 needed to replace McKinley School 
and repair Prospect School to a safe condition 
until t too can be replaced, adm inistrators em ­ 
phasize. 


Both buildings were built in the 1890's and have 
become unsafe and inadequate for children and 
costly to the system. 
The decision to start with McKinley was based 
on a report from George Tanner Smith and Asso­ 
ciate Architects who found structural defects at 
that school to be more severe Prospect School 
will be given minimum repairs to allow for its 
use only until a new school can be built for chil­ 
dren of that southwest area of Salem. 
A site for the new McKinley School has already 
been-purchased by the board of education in the 
northeast section of town The board also holds 
an option on land in the Prospect area for con­ 
struction there when the time comes 
School board m em bers hope voters will under­ 
stand the program s asked for a year ago are still 
needed. ‘T he problems we faced then are still 
with us,” they affirm 
They say they have just decided to tackle them 
one at a time in hopes voters will back them one 
at a time.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
The election reform law of 1975 
is coming apart at the seams. 
Special provisions in that law 
made it certain that special in­ 
terests would have greater in­ 
fluence in this year's presiden­ 
tial, Senate and House races 
than they’ve had in the past 
decade 
In 
essence 
the 
latest 
rewording of the law invited 
special interest groups to set up 
a maze of comm ittees organ­ 
ized so as to be virtually tree to 
do — by sleight of hand — 
almost anything they wished 
with no fear of control by the 
election commission 
Each special interest com ­ 
mittee is limited in its actions 
by one rule or another. But the 
law allows these sam e special 
interests to then set up a va­ 
riety of other committees, each 


with a limited purpose, each 
doing one thing the original 
comm ittee could not do. By a 
combination of such comm it­ 
tees, each avowedly independ­ 
ent of the other, there seems to 
be alm ost no limit on what can 
be spent — in the aggregate 
BUT EACH of these com m it­ 
tees must walk a narrow chalk 
line. Each m ust rem ain super­ 
ficially independent of the can­ 
didates it favors, of each other 
and of the parent committee 
None can accept advice or 
direction, either from a candi­ 
date or his staff. But there’s no 
rule which says the committee 
m em bers cannot listen to their 
m an’s speeches, his TV appear­ 
ances, his pronouncem ents.

bers, regardless of their po­ 
litical affiliation or candidate 
preference. Such assessm ents 
are used at the discretion of the 
union, company or association 
m anagem ent — not according

This kind of turnout is not considered unusual, 
since fully 95 per cent of voting age citizens in 
Puerto Rico are registered to vote. This is almost 
as high as Australia, where although there is a 
fine for not registering to vote, registration has 
never exceeded 96 per cent 
There are other signs that participatory 
democracy is alive and well in Puerto Rico 
Each of the four political parties has its own flag, 
and during the election cam paign the party flags 
snap and flutter over nearly every house and 
alongside every roadside Night rallies are well- 
attended events 
Y’et with all their political enthusiasm, Puerto 
Rican voters have shown themselves to be 
somewhat conservative. Extrem ist actions by 
the New York-center FALN (nationalists) have 
been universally repudiated on the island itself, 
the 
vast 
m ajority 
favors 
continued 
close 
relations with the United States, either through 
statehood or the present commonwealth associa­ 
tion. 
Now if only we could import some of that

intim ate there’ll necessarily be

leader. Reports are that Meany 
doesn’t want such a successor 
What could this new high

Donahue, a lawyer with in­ 
ternational experience in the 
nation’s European propaganda 
campaigns as a labor coor­ 
dinator for Radio Free Europe 
Insiders say that if Lane, who 
made it up the pipeline as a 
form er AFL research aide and 
assistant director of the AFL- 
CIO Social Security D epart­ 
ment, is moved into the AFL- 
CIO presidency, he in turn will 
be succeeded by Donahue in the 
secretary-treasurer’s post.

1 cup sifted flour, 
'a teaspoon salt 
One third cup shortening, 
2 tablespooas cold water 
Mix the flour, salt, and shor­ 
tening with hands, 2 knives or 
pastry blender until it looks like 
crumbs. 
Sprinkle 
with cold 
water until the flour mixture is 
moistened 
Gather the dough 
together and press into a ball It 
may take slightly more or less 
water depending on the brand 
of flour and shortening (Do not 
make too moist). 
Roll on slightly floured board or 
between 2 sheets waxed paper. 
Ease rolled crust in an 8-inch 
pan. Trim edges and flute Put 
in filling and bake as directed. 
Raisin Nut Filling 
cup raisins, 
i/i cup water, 
1 cup granulated sugar, 
1 stick oleo (or 2 tablespoons 
less), 
cup chopped nuts 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 eggs. 


In a small pan cook the raisins 
in the water until plump 
Remove from heat, add oleo 
Stir until melted, add sugar, 
nuts and vanilla, stir and add 
the two beaten eggs. Mix well 
and spoon into an unbaked 8- 
inch pie crust. Bake at 400 
degrees 10 minutes then at 375 
degrees 
ten 
more 
minutes 
Reduce heat to about 350 
degrees and bake about 20 
minutes

tablespoons less of sugar and 2 
tablespoons less oleo. 


Baking time about 40 minutes.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
N ational 
Cancer 
Institute 
scientist is urging the tobacco 
industry to begin mass produc­ 
tion of lower hazard cigarettes 
as a 
“potentially successful 
d isease 
prevention 
oppor­ 
tunity.” 
Gio Gori, deputy director of 
NCI’s division of cancer cause 
and prevention, said he realized 
his m essage m ight offend 
antismoking activists. 
But smokers must be protect­ 
ed from their own habits, Gori 
told participants at a National 
Academy of Sciences symposi­ 
um on the burden of illness. 
"Leaving them to their fate is 
neither humane nor economi­ 
cal, particularly as we know 
that the risk of tobacco related 
disease can be reduced sub­ 
stantially in at least two ways,” 


he said in a paper on smoking 
related diseases. 
It is unrealistic to expect an 
eventual society of nonsmokers 
and impractical to consider the 
abolition of tobacco use, Gori 
said. 
But the technology is availa­ 
ble to remove certain toxic 
com ponents from cigarette 
smoke and reduce a smoker’s 
total smoke int^jte, he said. 
Thus smokers could continue 
their habits with less risk. 
“This technology can be 
applied on a mass scale by 
skilled cigarette m anufac­ 
turers,” Gori said. Any delay 
“would be difficult to justify. ’ 
For instance, if one brand of 
cigarettes produced sm oke 
containing two milligrams of 
carbon monoxide, a smoker 
could smoke 22 cigarettes daily 
President, Carter 
Talk Lower Taxes

President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter both are talking lower 
taxes in hopes of winning the 
support

pocketbook- 
conscious voters in Tuesday’s 
presidential election. 
Ford promised to push for a 
tax cut in January 
while 
campaigning Thursday in In­ 
dianapolis, 
Cincinnati 
and 
Cleveland 
Carter, 
cam ­ 
paigning 
in 
E rie, 
Pa., 
Cleveland and New York City, 
stopped short of promising a 
tax cut but said one would come 
“if our projections are right.” 
Ford scheduled stops today in 
C leveland, 
M ilwaukee, 
St. 
Louis and Houston, 
while 
Carter headed for Philadelphia, 
Toledo and St. Louis. 
Ford claimed that the econo­ 
my was the biggest difference 
between him and Carter. He 
said Carter has suffered “dras­ 
tic slip p age” 
in the polls 
because of public concern over 
his econom ic 
“ policies 
of 
panic.” 
Carter, 
in 
Cleveland, 
declined to describe a tax cut as 
“inevitable,” as he had the day 
before. 
“I’m very careful about what 
I promise,” Carter said. "If we 
can have a 5 or 6 per cent 
economic growth and tf we can 
cut our unemployment rate 
down to just about what it was 
when Richard Nixon entered 
office and have inflation control 
and a normal relationship 
between government spending 
and our normal spending, we 
can realize enough income to 
have a combination of new 
programs and to have some tax 
cuts.” 
R eporters in E rie asked 
Carter why he might be losing 
ground to Ford, as indicated in 
surveys. “I’m not,” he replied 
But Carter told an Erie rally 
“there are a long, tough five 
days ahead” and it would be a 
mistake to take anything for 
granted. 
White House Chief of Staff 


Richard B. Cheney told report­ 
ers on Air Force One that 
Ford’s staff now is certain that 
he will have the 270 electoral 
votes needed to win. 
Cheney claim ed that the 
Carolinas, Louisiana, Virginia, 
M ississippi and T exas are 
shifting to Ford, that he is 
secure in the traditionally

Gori cautioned that none of 
his suggested limits indicated 
safe smoking levels. 
But production of lower 
hazard cigarettes within the 
limits suggested in his paper 
for 11 specific diseases could 
reduce epidemic proportions of 
sm oking related illness to 
minimal levels in several 
decades. 
These limits are the smoke 
intake dose that would equalize 
risks for smokers and nons­ 
mokers. 
By the year 
2008, such 
cigarettes would have the 
potential of preventing 300,000 
to 600,000 deaths annually, he 
said. 
‘Thus the single most impor­ 
tant and potentially successful 
disease prevention opportunity 
in contemporary society can be 
set in motion by responsible 
m arketing decisions in the 
cigarette industry and, to a less 
controllable extent, through a 
major public education drive 
and legislative measures lead­ 
ing smokers to new patterns of 
acceptance,” Gori said. 
He attributed 90 per cent of 
lung cancer cases. 30 per cent 
of heart disease, 75 per cent of 
chronic bronchitis cases and 80 
per cent of emphysema cases to 
cigarette use.

D EA R R E A D E R - I have 
mentioned several times in 
this column that coffee can 
stimulate extra beats of the 
heart, flip-flops and other 
problems of irregularity of 
the heart, as regular readers 
know 
Your letter makes an im­ 
portant point 
Some people 
are more sensitive to caffeine 
than others One or two cups 
of coffee have little effect at 
all on some people. Other peo­ 
ple are not so lucky 
Y e s.

associated with shingles and 
related to the chickenpox 
virus. 
Herpes simplex, which your 
boyfriend has, exists in two 
types, Type I and Type II As 
one of my colleagues states, 
Type I is usually found above 
the waist and Type II is found 
below the waist Type II is the 
type commonly mentioned as 
a ‘venereal disease,” because 
it can be transmitted that 
way. That is not the only way 
it can be tramsmitted though 
I am sorry to say the treat­ 
ment for herpes simplex of 
the lip. particularly inside the 
mouth is less than satisfac­ 
tory. I would suggest that he 
keep his mouth as clean as 
possible when he has an infec­ 
tion Do this by using frequent 
mouthwashes of lightly salted 
water — about one-half teas­ 
poon in a glass of water. Or he 
can make a solution of half 
Cepacol ia mouthwash) and 
half water and use that 
In addition he can take an­ 
tibiotics to prevent secondary 
bacterial 
infections 
The 
herpes virus itself is not 
affected by antibiotics 
Herpes outside the mouth 
can be treated with a mild 
drying agent, such as 70 per 
cent alcohol, during the 
b lister stage. 
When the 
crusted 
scab-like 
lesion 
develops he can use a lubri­ 
cant such as petroleum jelly 
over it to keep it soft

World Food Output 
Outstripping Needs 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Glo­ 
bal food production this year is 
outstripping needs by a sub­ 
stantial margin for the first 
time in five years. But while 
this has dulled public concern 
about world hunger, a National 
Research Council committee 
says a "m ajor national com­ 
mitment’.’ is urgently needed to 
forestall a food crunch in the 
future. 
The panel, in a new report 
issued by the Council, says 
there’s good reason to fear that 
future changes in the world s 
weather will cut food produc­ 
tion in the years ahead. 
“ A major national commit­ 
ment is needed to insure that 
US.food production will not be 
adversely 
affected by 
such 
changes 
Action is especially 
crucial 
because world 
food 
reserves are now no more than 
sufficient to compensate for a 
single year’s bad harvest which 
njav 
result 
from 
natural 
fluctuations of weather and 
climate,” the committee said. 
The panel's report came after 
a 15-month study of climate and 
food made at the request of the 
National Science Foundation. 
Analysts said most forecasts 
of future food production are 
based on the assumption that 
climatic conditions will remain 
generally "constant” or avera­ 
ge. But the NRC committee 
insisted it found no basis for 
assuming that the "abnormally 
favorable” weather conditions 
of the 1960’s will continue. 
“ In 
fact, the 
extremely 
small variations in the average 
annual 
temperatures 
ex­ 
perienced between 1956 and 
1970 did not follow the pattern of

Consumers could save millions 
of dollars a year in lower prices 
if soft drinks and beer were sold 
in returnable containers in­ 
stead of throwaways, a survey 
done for the Environmental 
Protection Agency said today. 
Just five days before four 
more states 
w ill 
vote on 
whether to ban non-returnable 
cans and bottles — a policy 
which E P A supports — the 
agency released a survey it 
conducted in conjunction with 
the League of Women Voters on 
the issue in 28 states. 
E P A said the survey shows 
that consumers who buy any 
kind of drink save 30 cents per 
six pack if the cans or bottles 
are returnable. In addition, it 
said buyers could save 16 per 
cent for each soft drink pur­ 
chased in a 32 ounce returnable 
bottle.

Safer Nuclear 
Plants Would 
Float On Ocean 
LOS .ANGELES 
(UPI) 
- 
Nuclear power plants could be 
safer if they w ert floating on 
the ocean w here they were less 
susceptable to earthquakes and 
further away from populated 
areas. 
The report, prepared jointly 
by Offshore Power Systems, a 
su b sid iary of W estinghouse 
Electric Corp. and m em bers of 
the 
N uclear 
R eactor 
R egulation C om m ittee, was 
presented to a two-day meeting 
of the N uclear R egulatory 
C o m m is s io n 's 
A d v is o ry 
C om m ittee 
on 
R eactor 
Safeguards. 
Offshore Power Systems has 
applied for a license to build 
eight floating nuclear power 
plants 
a t 
a 
shipyard-like 
facility in Jacksonville, Fla , 
and the hearings were held to 
com pare the risks of floating 
versus land-based plants. 
The floating plant uses a 
w atertight floating platform, 
made of structural steel instead 
of the earth-supported 
rein­ 
forced concrete foundation 
used in land-based plants. 
The subcom m ittee’s first ses­ 
sion focused on the effect a 
m ajor leak of rad io a ctiv e 
m aterial would have on water 
around a floating plant and 
near a land-based plant. 
“ A ccidents a t a floating 
nuclear plant are expected to 
be com parable to or less than 
those at a land-based plant," 
the report c o n c l u d e d 
"Therefore, the overall risks 
asso ciated w ith a 
floating 
nuclear plant are com parable 
to the risks associated with 
land-based plants ” 
The most serious disaster 
contem plated in the study was 
the melting of the nuclear core. 
In previous 
hearings, 
the 
subcom mittee heard testimony 
indicating the effect of a 
nuclear accident on the atm os­ 
phere would be the sam e from 
both types of plants since both 
would presum ably use a steam 
supply system.
